There was a Conspiracy, from at least the time of the 
inception of the CXA, in 1947-48. 

The Conspiracy, headed by Hoover, had a hierarchy 
down through the EBI , to the hand-picked CIA, and 
then down to all agencies of government, and to the 
Mafia, who were promoted as junior partners of the 
CIA, while remaining scapegoats for the EBI. 

There was an important Resistance Movement within 
the Conspiracy.

The Resistance Movement, knowing that the Conspiracy 
was unstoppable within its time-frame, provided it 
with important collaboration. 

The Conspiracy assisted the Resistance Movementsin 
a self-destruct infrastructure, or, more properly, 
a limited biodegradable dimension.
